The department of agriculture plans 


lo revive the Morgan hone, which half j 
a century and more ago wa* the pride 
of the American farm. Although small, 
he was exceptionally strong, dittlnct, 
•plrlted and kind. In I8t6 jt was writ- 
ten of him; 


"There Is no doubt whatever of this 


—that the breed of the Morgan horse 
was and !• now • • * far the beat 
breed of horte for general use that 
was ever in the United States prob- 
ablv the best in the world." 


The sire of this breed, Justin Ifoi- 


gan fluorisbed In the early Nineteenth 
century 
and achieved 
reputation 


through the Vermont hille 'for his ap- 
pearance and-pulling power. He was 
not fully appreciated, however, until 
his descendant* began to reproduce his 
qualities. In the '50'a. when the pas- 
sion for speed came in. the Morgan 
horae was Ignorantly bred for records. 
In the court* of th.,» he lost his own 
compmctneae, becoming leggy and more 
rangy; and with the waning of his na- 
tive attributes, the type became, as it 
is now. practically extinct. On Its ex- 
periment farm at Mlddlebury. Va. the 
bureau of animal Industry la attempt- 
Ing to work baclt to the original ttock. 
The pro«iam is not exactly to dupli- 
cate Justin Morgan, except in his more 
admirable point*. Tbe bureau Intends 
to erase his fault* of under»f«e ana of
